VA. TECH MOURNS ON 
5-YEAR ANNIVERSARY

BLACKSBURG, Va. Five years after a mentally 
ill student gunned down 32 people at Virginia 
Tech, the university on Monday held classes 
for the first time on the anniversary of the 
country’s deadliest mass shooting. 

School officials said resuming classroom 
instruction on the anniversary of the April 
16, 2007, rampage provided another way to 
honor the memories of the students and 
faculty members who lost their lives. 

Freshman Jessie McNamara wasn’t on 
campus at the time, but said she remem- 
bered the exact moment the shooting oc- 
curred. Two girls from her high school were 
among the victims, she said. 

On Monday, McNamara stopped at the 
April 16 Memorial on the Blacksburg, Va., 
campus to say a prayer for her two friends. 
Though she thinks of the shooting every 
time she passes the memorial, the freshman 
said she feels secure at the school. 


“I feel 100 percent safe,” she said, adding 
that anniversary events such as vigils re-en- 
force the huge community support system 
available to students. 

Virginia Tech marked the five-year an- 
niversary at midnight with the lighting of 
a ceremonial candle that will remain lit for 
24 hours. 

Members of the university’s Corps of Ca- 
dets stood guard at the candle for 32 min- 
utes and also were scheduled to do so again 
Monday night before it is extinguished. 

Virginia Gov Bob McDonnell was sched- 
uled to speak at a commemoration and can- 
dlelight vigil on Monday night. 

Virginia Tech officials faced criticism af- 
ter the 2007 massacre for taking more than 
two hours to notify the campus of an initial 
shooting that left two students dead in a 
residence hall on the morning of April 16. 

Soon after the alert about that shooting 
went out, Virginia Tech student Seung-Hui

Cho killed 30 more people and wounded 
more than two dozen before taking his own 
life. 

The massacre spurred universities across 
the country to enhance their campus alert 
systems, and Congress passed a law aimed 
at making it harder for people with mental 
illnesses to buy guns. 


Massacre in context

Deadly school shootings have again been in 
the news, including a rampage two weeks ago 
at a small college in California in which seven 
people were killed. A former nursing student 
at the college has been charged with murder. 

The 2007 Virginia Tech incident stands out 
among such tragedies. Besides the number 
of victims, there is continued debate about 
whether university officials took too long to 
notify students and faculty about two killings 
on campus hours before a mentally ill student 
gunman took 30 more lives. 

Virginia Tech student Seung-Hui Cho 
killed two students in a residence hall at 
about 7:15 a.m. More than two hours later, 
he chained the doors of a classroom building 
shut and methodically gunned down students 
and teachers. Thirty others died and more 
than two dozen were wounded before the 
shooter committed suicide. 

A state panel in August 2007 found lives 
could have been saved if officials had not 
waited until 9:26 a.m. to notify the campus of 
the initial shooting. In March, a jury awarded 
$4 million each to the families of two slain 
students after determining the school was 
negligent for its slow alert.

Blame it on the train. 

Track work starts 
Friday in the Loop 
as the CFA labors to 
replace more than 
two miles of aging 
infrastructure over 
several weekends this 
spring. 'Fhis week- 
end’s work will focus 
on the track between 
the Washington/ 
Wells and I larold 
Washington Library 
stops. Trains that 
typically used those paths will reroute to 
Wabash Avenue and Lake Street tracks from 
Friday evening until early Monday morning. 

Meanwhile, the Red Line is seeing its 
share of troubles. Baseball is in full swing, 
and Sox and Cubs fans are packing trains 
before and after the games. Fans of getting 
home on time, though, are left in the dust. 
On the northern section of the line, the 
Granville stop in Edgewater will close for 
repairs May ii for up to six weeks as part of a 
North Side Red Line rehab project. 

The CTA also has been battling slow 
zones and rail delays. In February accord- 
ing to the latest data posted to the CTAs 
website, 92 rail delays of 10 minutes or more 
were reported. The CTA’s monthly target is 
78 delays. Slow zones currently plague nearly 
12 percent of track. 

For those rail riders tired of packed trains, 
reroutes, slow zones and delays, perhaps it’s 
time to trade the railroad for the open road. 

Going Public has devised a guide to help 
with this train-sition. Take it from someone 
who recently completed a two-year project 
to travel all 139 CTA bus routes from start to 
finish: Patience is key 

» Stash that cash. As a rail rider, you 
should already have a fare card. Let’s keep

it that way. Paying with cash on buses slows 
the boarding process, Spring/summer/odd 
March weather hasn’t consistently stuck 
around so keep in mind that if you’re taking 
your time to board, you’re leaving your fel- 
low commuters out in the cold, 

» Don't go on strike. Let’s not beat around 
the bus: Never pound on the side of the bus. 
Ever. Even if the bus is pulling away as you 
are arriving. 

•Choose your words wisely. Your bus 
driver is there to drive— not to give you a 
tour of Michigan Avenue. If you’re not sure 
which stop is yours, ask a fellow rider. Don’t 
distract your bus driver by hovering around 
the front of the bus. You are better than the 
tourists. If you have to ask for a direction 
and you have to ask a bus driver, do so as you 
board the bus and pay your lare. I'hat’s lair. 

» Perfect your pole dance. It’s pretty 
simple. If you are standing in the front of the 
bus and can move to the back, do so. Stick- 
ing with your spot at the front of the bus as 
riders try to board can lead to congestion. 

It’s easier if everyone moves to the back as 
quickly as possible. Use the straps and poles 
when possible. 

» Deliver the litter, the sooner the better. 

Garbage cans are easy to spot in rail stations 
but not so easy to spot on buses. Here’s a 
hint: Garbage cans are not located on your 
seat, the side of the bus, the middle of the 
floor or on your fellow passengers. 'Fhere 
should be a garbage bin by the exit doors 
near the back of the bus— or save your gar- 
bage for when you deboard and can find an 
appropriate receptacle.

SOME PARENTS LOOM TOO LARGE 
IN THE QUEST FOR THAT FIRST GIG

The mom who insists on sitting in dxxring her 

son’s job interview 

The dad who calls an employer to ask why 
his daughter didn’t get the job. 

These are the kinds of stories experts say are 
increasingly common in a sputtering economy 
as more parents become involved in their kids’ 
career searches and development. 

As the unemployment rate hovers around 
9 percent in the Chicago area, recent surveys 
show desperate moms and dads are going to 
extremes to give their children an edge, in- 
serting themselves into a rite of passage that 
recent college graduates traditionally have 
undertaken on their own. Experts say pa- 
rental involvement, especially in a tough job 
market, can sometimes work in a candidate’s 
favor. But too much hovering can cost a po- 
tential employee an offer— or even the job 
they have. 

“It shows a lack of maturity,” said Mimi de 
Castro, 35, of Logan Square, who has been re- 
sponsible for hiring entry-level employees and 
recent grads throughout her career. She is cur- 
rently the communications director at the Chi- 
cago History Museum. “Professionally I don’t 
know if I would be inclined to hire {someone 
whose parents were involved].” 

De Castro said when she was starting out, 
she never would have considered having her 


parents tag along for an i ntcrvicw or call a man- 
ager to complain about her workload. 

“It floors me that that happens,” she said. 

Regardless of the field, employers are ex- 
periencing meddlesome parents in the hiring 
process, according to a report last year from 
administrative staffing firm OfficeTeam, 
which has offices in Chicago. In its most ex- 
treme examples, the report cited instances 
where parents pushed employers to hire their 
sons or daughters. It also cited instances of 
parents using their power within their own 
companies to lobby on behalf of their chil- 
dren. 

A 2007 Michigan State University survey of 
700 businesses found the chances of parents 
being involved in the hiring process were larger 
for larger companies. Meanwhile, about 15 
percent of companies overall reported hearing 
complaints from parents when their sons or 
daughters were not hired, while 9 percent re- 
ported dealing with parents who went so far as 
to attempt negotiating salaries or benefits on 
their children’s behalf 

And that was during a much rosier econom- 
ic period, said Phil Gardner, director of the 
Collegiate Employment Research Institute 
at Michigan State. Though no more hard re- 
search has been done since, Gardner estimates 
about one-third of companies experience par- 
ents getting involved in the hiring process. 


Done right, he said, that might not be such a 
bad thing. 

“The point is {candidates] have to learn to 
build these skills up, to find and seek out these 
opportunities,” he said. 

Candidates can and should rely on some 
parental help, especially in a down economy, 
Gardner said, but once things begin to im- 
prove, the more self-sufficient a candidate or 
employee can be, the better, 

Emily Zorza, division director of Office- 
Team, said a call from a parent about an appli- 
cation status or a resume submitted on behalf 
of an applicant isn’t always a nail in the coffin, 
but it can hurt the person hunting for a job. 

“{Parents] can negatively impact a job seek- 
er’s chance of getting the position,” she said. 
“[Employers] question the job applicant’s level 
of independence or maturity” 

While some job seekers wouldn’t be caught 
dead colluding with their parents to get a gig, 
others see the advantages of getting a boost 
from the parental units— within reason. 

“I definitely appreciated it,” said Rebecca 
Allen, 26, of Bucktown, “Rut at the same time 
I have a heavy independent streak. There was 
a certain level of resentment I couldn’t go out 
and get these things on my own. Just a little 
bit though.” 

Allen credits the help of her parents for 
three of four internships she has held 
in the course of her career. Her dad 
called public relations connections 
to secure her first internship while 
she was still in college, which led to 
the next once she was finished. Tier 
mom kept a sharp eye out tor job list- 
ings from her own business acquain- 
tances, which led to a third. 

Now a graduate student at the Univer- 
sity of Chicago, Allen said she might ask 
for her parents’ help ag^n once she re- 
turns to the job market to secure a com- 
munications or community outreach job 
at a health care nonprofit. 

“'You have to be practical about it,” she 
said. “I want to be self-reliant and inde- 
pendent, but if I can’t pay my bills or my 
rent because I am insistent on finding 
something by myself and not asking for 
help from my parents, that’s kind of silly”

Experts 
say asking for some help from home 
can even be a good thing, but there are 
some serious do's and don’ts for loop- 
ing in Mom and Dad. Emily Zorza of 
OfficeTeam. a administrative staffing and 
office support recruiter with offices in 
Chicago, lays it out ms. 


Conduct mock interviews with 
parents to practice responses 
to common questions. Zorza says this can 
both make potential helicopter parents 
feel involved without interfering while still 
helping prepare a candidate for the inter- 
view process. 


Let your parents sit 
M in on interviews or 
follow up with hiring managers. This gives 
a hiring manager a sense that a candidate 
doesn't really care much for the position. 
Instead, candidates should do it them- 
selves. "It would give the hiring manager 
the sense that you are actually interested 
in the position and show your strengths 
in communication and independence,” 
she said 


Leverage your parents' net- 
working contacts to learn 
about job opportunities. An introduction 
on Linkedin or emailing a colleague or a 
friend asking if they know anyone in the 
network isn't over the line, especially in a 
competitive job market.

Don't feel 
pressured to take a Job 
just because of parental 
pressure, or because 
their connections got an 
interview.

Public nuisance hearing scheduled for Congress Theater

A scuffle that led police to close a portion of 
Milwaukee Avenue near the Congress ITieater 
on Friday occurred just days before the theater 
and city officials are scheduled to discuss chais- 
es that officials want the venue to make. 

Aid. Proco Joe Moreno (ist) said the incident 
was the latest in a growing list of problems the 
establishment is causing in a neighborhood he 
represents. 

The fight— which erupted during a concert 
featuring Chicago rapper Chief Keef and other 
performers— brought dozens of officers to the 
venue around 9:45 p,m and resulted in no ar- 
rests ^ according to police, 

'They need to start behaving like the world 
class theater they say they arcj” Moreno said 
Monday citing drug use, noise complaints, 
neighborhood disturbances and underage 


drinking as issues he says the theater must ad- 
dress. “'Fhis is not something that happened 
overnight.” 

Moreno said the hearing is not an attempt to 
shutter the 86 -year-old theater, but to address 
what he says are problems he has tried to get the 
establishment to address for months. lie said 
informal meetings with Congress owner Eddie 
Carranza about crowd control and other issues 
have not produced consistent results. 'The venue 
now faces a pubUc nuisance hearing, which is the 
first step toward the revocation of a liquor license 
for a business The hearing is set for Tuesday 

Carranza did not respond to a request for 
comment Monday, but be did post a statement 
on a neighborhood forum that was addressed to 
Tjogjin Square residents. In it, he said the crowd 
in the theater was under 30 percent of the build- 
ing’s capacity and that security had ewents un- 
der control TTe alleged that community patrol 


members hired by Moreno called police. 

“lliis is mad behavior and it needs to stop,” 
he stated in the letter. '"'I'his has gone too far.” 

Moreno denied that he or the two volunteers 
he hired had anything to do with the heightened 
poUce presence. He acknowledged, however, 
that he received a letter from police making 
him aware of Chief KeePs appearance— the 
1 6 -year- old rapper is under house arrest for a 
weapons charge and was allowed by a judge to 
play — which he shared with constituents. 

Meaghan Garvey, 25, of Logan Square was 
at the concert and lives a few blocks from the 
vcnuc% She said she did see three or four fights 
break out during the show, but they were bro- 
ken up by ewent staff 

'^Tt didn’t seem to be particularly serious,” she 
said, Garvey said drunk patrons around the club 
are a ^'mild annoyance” in the community, but 
does not feel threatened by how close she lives 
to the theater.

10 states gauge storm damage 


D WOODWARD, Okla. The death toll from 
a weekend tornado in Woodward, 
Okla., rose to six Monday with the death of a 
critically injured man in the hospital, a city of- 
ficial said. 

The man, whose name has not been re- 
leased, died at a hospital in Amarillo, Texas, 
about i6o miles away. Woodward emergency 
manager Matt Lehenbauer said. 

His wife remains hospitalized in critical 
condition, Lehenbauer said. 

The Woodward storm was one of dozens 
of tornadoes believed to have been spawned 
by a furious storm system that wreaked havoc 
across large swaths of lo states in the Midwest 
and Plains over the weekend. 

The only known casualties occurred in the 


northern Oklahoma city of about 12,000, 
about 85 miles west of Enid. At least 29 people 
were injured, officials said. 

By early Monday, the National Weather 
Service lifted the last of widespread tornado 
watches in Minnesota, Wisconsin, Arkansas, 
Iowa and Illinois after threats of another furi- 
ous outbreak of tornadoes never materialized. 

The weather service’s Storm Prediction 
Center received 10 reports of tornadoes 
Sunday— the last a reported touchdown in 
McLeod County in Minnesota— and 122 re- 
ports of tornadoes Saturday 

Officials credited working early warning 
systems elsewhere in the region with prevent- 
ing more fatalities. 

Advisories from the system were issued

The Black hawks arc not 
down anymore. 

For years, the joke went, 
there was an easy way to cal- 
culate the total number of 
Blackhawks fans in the Chi- 
cago area. 

Just look up the capacity of the United Center. 

But as the Blackhawks prepare for 'lliesda/s 
home opener of their fourth straight postseason 
appearance, a new set of numbers allows team man- 
agement to dismiss the idea its fan base is no more 
than the 19,717 who have sold out the United Center 
every game the past four years. 

'Fhe report shows interest in the Hawks is more 
than five times higher than it was five years ago, 
and that no US. sports franchise has experienced a 
faster rate of growth in that period. 

The Scarborough Research data also shows the 
I lawks have gone from being a distant fifth in fan 
interest among the five biggest Chicago pro fran- 
chises to the relative equal of everyone but the 
Bears. 

“It is an extraordinary achievement to have the 
Blackhawks go from a moribund franchise to in 
many ways the hottest in Chicago,” said Marc Ga- 
nis, a Chicago-based sports business consultant 
with Sportscorp. 

Scarborough measures interest by asking those 
surveyed if they have watched, attended or listened 
to (WAL) a Hawks game in the past year. Answering 
yes to any one means the person is counted as a fan. 

Scarborough spokeswoman Haley Dercher said

the company surveyed approximately 4,000 people 
generated randomly by a computer in Nielsen^s des- 
ignated market area for Chicago, which includes 
7.5 million adults (18 and older). 

Results released in 2007 counted just 8 percent as 
Hawks fans by the WAL standard as compared with 
62 percent for the Bears, 47 percent for the Cubs, 
44 percent for the White Sox and 36 percent for the 
Bulls. 

Results released last week showed 43 percent 
were Hawks fans, compared with 65 percent for the 
Bears, 50 percent for the Cubs, 46 percent for the 
Bulls and 40 percent for the White Sox. 

“Obviously it’s easier for a team starting where 
the Blackhawks were to have an increase than it 
would be for a team Hke the Bears,” said Bill Nielsen, 
vice president of sales for Scarborough. 

Yet the Hawks’ improvement by Scarborough’s 
standards in what can be seen as market penetration 


is impressive on its own terms. It shows a steady in- 
crease from 8 percent to 16, 24, 35 and 43. 

Factored for the market area population, that 
represents a jump from 600,000 to 3.2 million in 
those who ticked off one of the WAL categories.

The Hawks have gone from 3,400 season ticket-holders 
at the start of the 2007-08 season to 14,000 now. There are 
10,000 on the waiting list because the team sells only 65 per- 
cent of capacity as season tickets. 

“The numbers indicate things are trending well, but we are 
not swept up in them,” McDonough said.

New sites give canines homes away from home

Does your dog object to vacationing in a cage? 
Can’t count on your brother-in-law to commit 
to dog-sitting for two weeks? Now there are 
home stay websites for four-legged creatures. 

Frustrated with kennels that keep dogs 
cooped up and charge extra for petting and 
walks, the founders of dogvacay.com and 
rover.com are connecting dog lovers who 
want to earn extra cash with travelers who 
want dog-friendly people to care for their pets 
close to home while they’re away 

Dogvacay.com founders Karine and Aaron 
Hirschhorn loved getting away when they 
first moved in together but hated taking their 
dogs to the kennel. “Every time we traveled, 
the dogs hated the kennel and came back with 
kennel cough,” Karine said. And they paid up 
to $120 a day for the privilege. 

When they took their dogs to a local train- 
er’s home instead, the animals came back hap- 
py and rested. It was as if the dogs had been 
on vacation, too. So they decided to host dogs 
with traveling owners in their home. With 
Aaron Hirschhorn working at home, he had 
plenty of time to bike and run with the dogs. 
The couple found an incredible demand for 
their services, which culminated in the launch 
of dogvacay.com last month. 

Rover.com launched in Seattle in Novem- 
ber and went national last week, attracting 
more than 10,000 people signing up to both 
host dogs and use the services of dog hosts. 
Dogvacay.com launched in March and already 
has had 6,000 people apply to be hosts across 
the country (1,700 have been accepted so far). 

Hosts fill out detailed profiles about their 


canine experience, including training, medi- 
cal certification and licensing qualifications; 
the size and dog-friendliness of their homes 
and any resident dogs or other animals onsite. 

Customers also fill out detailed profiles 
of their dogs, behavior issues and medical or 
other special needs. Fees start at around $15 
per day for smaller apartments with hosts 
who are dog lovers to much higher fees for 
dog trainers with large yards where dogs can 
roam. Extra services, such as a departure day 
bath, can often be had for an extra fee. 

Rover.com CEO Aaron Easterly, formerly 
in advertising for Microsoft, would get up- 
set at the thought of Caramel, his 4-pound 
Pomeranian, getting stressed out before he 
leaves on a trip. 

“Every time I leave town, I’m in a frantic 
rush as to what to do with her,” said Easterly 
who now uses rover .corn’s services for Cara- 
mel. 

Now he screens the potential hosts listed 
on rover.com near where he lives to pick the 
best option for his wallet and comfort level. 
The company also has a bill of rights and 
a 24-hour hotline. Dogvacay.com offers a 
100 percent guarantee that includes insur- 
ance and emergency support. 

Both sites try to screen hosts and custom- 
ers but agree that host and customer alike 
must vet their counterpart and feel comfort- 
able with the match. Both sites recommend a 
meet-and-greet. 

“Generally mass murderers and animal lov- 
ers don’t overlap,” Karine said. “Part of the 
phone interview process is making sure this 
person has truly devoted their life to animals.”

Dr. Dre and Snoop Dogg on Sunday night res- 
urrected rapper Tupac Shakur as an onstage 
hologram singing hit songs and wowing crowds 
alongside other hip-hop stars to close the first 
weekend of the Coachella Valley Music and Arts 
Festival in Indio, Calif 

The life-size figure of Shakur, who died at 
age 25 in a 1996 shooting, appeared with Snoop 
Dogg, causing a luU to fall momentarily across 
thousands of people gathered to see the set. They 
couldn’t believe their eyes. 

The Tupac hologram performed “Hail Mary” 
and “2 of Amerikaz Most Wanted” with Snoop 
Dogg before dissipating into thin air, leaving the 
audience in awe, and somewhat unsettled, by the 
technology used to make the rapper reappear and 
perform. 

Dr. Dre and Snoop Dogg had plenty more sur- 


prises in their set, including appearances from 
rappers Eminem, who performed “I Need A 
Doctor,” “Forget About Dre” and “Till I 
Collapse” with Dr. Dre, and 50 Cent, 
who rapped “In Da Club.” 

Nate Dogg, who died last year at 
age 41, was remembered by Snoop 
and Dr. Dre through a montage of 
photographs and a performance of 
‘Ain’t No Fun,” featuring Warren 
G and Kurupt, all of whom had 
worked with Nate Dogg over their 
careers. 

Dre and Snoop also brought on 
rising hip-hop stars such as Kendrick 
Lamar and Wiz Khalifa, who came on 
stage to sing “Young, Wild & Free.”
